First Provincial Legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

THIKD SESSION. 

Monday, Fob. lGth. 

Mr. MeOoight snid tin; question wna 
■o momoutoiiH to tlie Provinoe that every 
mombor should give nil the information 
in his power to the House; ho should 
therefore make a few remarks to tho 
House in addition to what ho bad already 
■aid. Ho should tirst consider the value 
of Isoepiug the presout Terms. How were 
thoy mado. Thoy wore negotiated by the 
two Governments, and thou passed into 
law under tho sanction it' not the instiga- 
tion of tho Imperial Government. This 
•was important, for if wo retained the 
Terms unimpaired, in case of failure by 
Canada to make tho Rail way, wo could go 
before the Imperial Government and press 
for that redress which they are sure to 
givo the weak who arc injured by the 
strong; but if we repeated or altered two 
of tho clauses, that Government might 
truly say, they were not under tho same 
obligation to use their influence with 
Canada. He quoted tho HG'tli section of 
tho British North American Act to show 
that the Terms of Union were a Treaty, 
and by that Act wore to have tho effect of 
an Aut of the Imperial Legislature. He 
should assume for the purpose of the pre- 
sent discussion that wo had a jurisdiction 
over tho subject, though probably on the 
second reading of the Kill a serious ques- 
tion might bo raised as to our power to 
pass that measure. And now ho must 
oorna to some legal points which had not 
yet been touched, but which he thought 
had a bearing on the subject. By tho 11th 
section of tho Terms the Dominion Gov- 
ernment undertook t > "'secure thecomple- 
tionof tho Railway within ten years from 
tu« duo of Union. " This had been term- 
ed a cast iron obligatiou by Mr. lilake, 
and so it was; some people might think 
ihat if tho D imiuion Government did all 
that could with reason be expected of 
them that would be enough; but he was 
prepared to go much further and to show 
that not withstanding the almost impossi- 
bility of literal performance the Govern- 
ment wore called upon to perform their 
agreement, p iradoxical as ic might seem 
to say so, or givo us compensation. 
One of our gre.itest judges, the late Mr. 
Justice Mauio.has mile the following ob- 
servations: "If a man covenant for a va- 
lid consideration th.it it sh.ill rain to-mor- 
row; he cannot afterwards say, T could 
not make it rain, I did all I could to make 
it rain, but it would not.' He chooses 
to covenant that such a thing shall hap- 
pen and if it dues not lia has broken his 
covenant." He quoted theso expressions 
because Canada had entered intoan agree- 
ment, the performance of which wai al- 
most equally difficult and for tho nou- 
performan^o of which within Iho given 
time she might well give us compensation, 
•ay, an increased subsidy, or inner advan- 
tages. We might not press this matter 
too rigorously, Wo might act 
as a younger brother should act 
by the elder; but wo now stood ou 
vantage ground which it was his duty 
to point out to the House, when we were 
about to take Ktops which might serious 
Jy atfect tho validity of that mighty obli- 
gatiou. Having explained our present 
position ho might look to the change 
ivhioh he! feared the House was about to 
ell'ect, and against which it was his solemn 
duty to warn ttieiu. What was tho do- 
main! by tuo Premier of Canada at the 
hustings, by his Ministers following suit 
also at the hustings, the newspapers from 
one end of the Dominion toi.u other? It 
was the cry of Relaxation of the Terms 
Whilst we therefore passed a bill with 
every safeguard against losing the Itiil- 
■way clause, which he assumed we should 
"do, what would the House of Commons 
do? We might as it were reenaot the 
rigid Railway clause. Rut would the 
House of Commons do so? Unless they 
did so at the time of passing, and in pas- 
sing their Rill to alter the Terms and 
givo us over the $1,200,000 coupled with 
the payment of the mouoy, it might be 
argued that they had a mora! right at all 
events to relax them, and a very trilling 
alteration of thu Rill by them, or rather 
a trifling variation ia tue frame of their 
corresponding Bill, would fully 
effect tho purpose. He, must now state 
to them a somewhat startling proposition 
■well known to lawyers; but which would 
surprise unprofessional men. An under- 
taking was said to be "impossible" where 
it was "impracticable" and it was said to 
be "impracticable" when ic would cost 
more than it was worth to do it. For in- 
stance it would be called "impossible" 
to. send a cargo of coals from hereto Eng- 
land, because it would bp"iiupracticahle" 
and it would be impracticable, 
because tho outlay would exceed the re- 
ceipts, or it would cost more than it was 
worth to do so; whilst tho sending of tho 
oaf£0 to San Francisco was very "pos- 
sible."' Hequotedthe language of an 
eminent judge as being precise on this 
poiat and almost woi'd for word the same 
and to this effect, and tho application woul 1 
bo apparent on reference to Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's telegram. He there refers not 
to the keeping of the farms in thair tut- 
iron form, tint he carefully avoids, but 
to tho carliagt ^possible commencement of 
the RaUjm^Thoy might now c untrue 
the vtoa^/ksVUe; it meant consistently with 
prudence, and ho was seriously alarmed 
at tho prospect of Homo words like "if 
possible" being introduced into tho Bill 
which would pass the House of Commons. 
They must introduce soma such' words if 
thoy wished to qualify or cut down Mioir 
oftst-iron obligation; and the voice of 
Canada was almost unanimous an 
to uuoli Relaxation of the Terms. 
Tho alteration would be so dexterous that 
oar non-legal members might not appre- 
ciate it, and if they did they would bo 
outvoted. Ho wished to cast no imputa- 
tion on tho House of Commons; but it 
would bo ono sharp man of business 
against another— tho former having fairly 
told us and waruod us what his object 
was. Rut it would he said tho money 
eonld not and should not bo paid unless 
tho two Rills wore precisely the same; and 
doubtlpfls it should not be; but it is to bo 
romombored that what is everybody's 
business is nobody's, and the .House of

might be assontod to, and the 
81, 200,000 paid over to the local Gov- 
ernment without the latter oven knowing 
of the discrepancy. And when mouths 
afterwards tho House of Commons' Act 
came out to this Province it would bo too 
late to complain, as much of tho money 
might by that time bo uncut, and Iho 
result would bo that the House of Com- 
mons' measure would bo virtually adopt- 
ed and acquiesed in by the Pro- 
vince, through her inability or disinclina- 
tion to rofuud, and tho dimoulty which 
tho Ministry might feel in withholding 
tho «ums to bo voted, unfortunately, as 
tho Estimatos show, on tho faith of this 
money to the different districts of this 
Province. He felt bound to complain 
that the Dominion and local Ministry 
should not bare coma 10 a clear, written 
understanding that their now agreement 
should bo no waver of the cast-iron obli- 
gatisn. Tho House of Commons and this 
Province could then havo logislatod and 
carried out tho now Treaty respectively, 
but instead of negotiating tirst and legis- 
lating afterwards, wo wore to have legis- 
lation first, and the negotiations might take 
care of themselves. Ihj truth is Mr. 
Mackenzie would not, according to hisown 
slutouiouts.bo a party to any such agree- 
ment; nor would tho House of Commons 
entertain such a proposition. Ho then 
answered Mr. Beaven's remarks about 
tho increased subsidy to Nova Scotia not 
being taken to wave tho Intercolonial 
Railway, by showing that tho Terms of 
Union remained unchanged and that 
Nova Scotia simply got an increase to her 
subsidy without disturbing tho Treaty. 
Besides, he supposed the Intercolonial 
Railway was a moro promising undertak- 
ing than tho Railway to the Rocky Mount- 
ains and less likely to be broken through; 
besides Canada was not socking "relaxa- 
tion." On tho contrary, it was admitted 
on all hands that Nova Scotia was entitled 
to bettor terms hence tho concession. 
Ho conclude.! by expressing rogretattha 
language mado uso of by tho Attorney- 
General in his speech. 

Tuesday Feb. 17th. 
Tho Speaker took tho Chair at '2: 10 p. 
m. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. McCrieght rose to a question of 
privilege and corrected some misrepre- 
sentations of the Standard of this morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Smitho roso to a question of privi- 
lege. Mr. Walkem was represented as 
saying. that upon the petition ho present- 
ed there was a name belonging to a geu- 
tlomaa not now in tho country. He could 
vouch for nil tho names on his petition. 

Mr. Wulkem baid ho intended to rise to 
a question on tho subject himself. 

PETITION. 

Mr. Duck rose to present a petition 
containing tho names of 403 persons, re- 
sidents in Victoria and vicinity, and said 
it contained 18 uames which were ou the 
petitiou of G. J. Findlay and others, and 
that several persons who signed that po- 
tion had since requested him to voto for 
tho government measure. 

Mr. Reaven moved that it be token as 
read and printed. 

Mr. Smith moved that it be read. Read 
accordingly. 

Tho petition set forth that tho under- 
signed, understanding that the govern- 
ment Rill for tho acceptance of the £50,- 
0JJ and 3915.000contaiued a clause provid 
ing that this should not act as a waver in 
any way of the feruis of Union, or inter- 
fere with the Railway clause, or the im- 
mediate construction of said Railway 
will support tho government in carrying 
out their policy. Ordered printed. 

ADJOURNED DEBATE ON THE TERMS OF 
UNION. 

Mr. Walkem, after a few remarks on 
the alleged informality of tho debate ou 
tho petition of G. J. I indlay and others, 
which he said tho House had moved as a 
matter of courtesy, remarked that there 
were now three motions before the House 
similar in character, and he would move 
an adjournment of tho debate on the 
Terms until the second reading of tho 
Bill to amend tho Terms of Union came 
on. Debate adjourned until Thursday. 

LAND AMENDMENT DILL, 

The House went into Committee on this 
Bill, Mr. Saul in tho Chair. Clause Id 
empowers the Chief Commissioner of 
Land & Works or the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral to administer the estate of any home- 
stead settler, if his heirs or devises do not 
reside in the Province. Carried. 

Clause 41 was tho lirst of a series regu- 
lating the leasing of land for lumbering, 
grazing and other purposes. 

.Mr. Semiin proposed to insert a provi- 
sion' that surveyed land should not be leas- 
ed within two miles of any Indian reser- 
vation. 

Mr. Humphreys objected to the clause 
altogether, and said that the leasing sys- 
tem was tho oau.se of great oppression lo 
the small settlers, Ho thought tho leases 
already granted ought to be allowed to 
run out, nnd tho system ought then to 
cease. 

Mr. Reaven said that a great deal of the 
trouble came from persons claiming to I 
to have loa-ies, who really have no claim j 
whatever, except tint of having paid for 
the survey. No doubt the system would 
ultimately be lo sell this land out and not 
for what they would fetch as they were 
undoubtedly fit for nothing but pasture 
purposes. Ho objected that tho introduc-, 
tion of Hie words restricting tho leasing 
of land near Indian ranches would be in 
operative. 

Mr. Jttubson said that tho priviso ns to 
the two miles should apply to white set- 
tlers as well as to the Indians; with regard 
to the remarks of Boaven, he would sug- 
gest that tho granting of leases should be 
advertised' in the Covoruinmt Gazette. 

Mr. Robinson opposed tho leasing of 
land. 

Mr. Walkem said that leases were a 
necessity in many districts. It was easy 
to drive sheep and cattle over a man's 
land and destroy tho pasture, and it was 
desirable to give a settler power to pro- 
tect the laud required for his cattlo. 

Mr. Semiin thought that the small 
holder derived as much benefit from the 
leasing system as the larger holders aud 
thought that tho effect of restraining 
leasing within two miles of any settlor's 
pre-emption would bo that everyone's 
loose cattle would graze on tho ground 
thus rendered vacant and destroy tho 
winter fodder. 

Mr. Mara opposod tho lo«vso system al- 
together. His experience was that it was 
a constant source of troublo between the 
largo and small stockholders. Ho thought 
thut it would bo better to sell suoh lands 
as might bo available for winter runs; and 
in one largo district it had been agreed 
among tho Bottlers not to allow leasing 
and thoy had got on wonderfully weli 
without it. Ho was in favor of wiping tho 



Tho clause was laid over. 

Clause -i:}— This related to timber lenses. 

Mr. Robson asked for information re- 
specting a grant of 15,00 facresto Mr.R.P. 
Rithet. He was informed that it extend- 
ed in a belt along tho coast for a distance 
of 10 miles by two miles in breadth and 
was said to be tho key to some of tho host 
timber land in tho country. 

After some discussion the Chief Com- 
missioner said he would furnish tho re- 
quired information to-morrow. 

All the clauses to IS) wore, deferred and 
tho committee arrived at cla'uso (3ii. When 
discussing the propriety of putting dif- 
ferent prices on land indifferent parts of 
the Province air. Walkem moved that the 
Committee rise, report progress and ask 
leave to sit again. 

Carried, and the House adjourned uutil 
11 o'clock a.m. tomorrow. 



Coincidences- 

On the 23d October last Mr. DeCosmos 
telegrammed his organ that "All tho Pro- 
vinces would bo represented in Sir John's 
Cabinet." On the 9th November bo tele- 
graphed the personnel of tho now Cabinet. 
Uu the 11th November the Standard hint- 
ed that no British Columbia member 
would outer the M ickonzio Ministry, and 
added that if a scat had not been offered 
to British Columbia that alone would bo 
sufiiuient reason for all British Columbia 
members to oppose it. On tho 13th Nov. 
Mr. DeCosmos telegraphed that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie would " Do Right by British Col- 
umbia." On the 14th Nov. tho Standard 
began to bespatter the new Ministry with 
praise. Turning to the correspondence 
on the Dry Dock wo find that it was ou 
the 14th Nov. that Mr. DeCosmos made 
his bargain with 'Mr. Mackenzie. Now, 
whether that bargain had ought to do 
with a seat in the Dominion Cabinet, wo 
cannotsay; but these coincidences — read 
in the light of Mr. DeCosmos' persistant 
efforts to enter Sir John's Cabinet in 1872 
— efforts so indecent as to call forth an 
indignant published remonstrance from 
tho remainder of thu British Columbia 
members, must certainly create a fooling 
very unfavorable to the gentleman who 
"defies any man, living or doad(!)" to 
prove that he ever asked for a seat in tho 
Canadian Cabinet. 

King' Bomba and Prince

Oar Political Situation 

Editor Colonist. —Amidst tho ex- j 
citement of local legislation and Do- 
minion elections it may he well calmly 
to review our present position and | 
how it will bo aii'eoted by the altera- 
tion of the Clauses in the Terms of 
Union with Canada; and what effect 
will probably bo produced at Ottawa 
by the return to tho Dominion Patlia- 
of the ex- Premier, whoso policy our 
local Government is^enxrying out. 

Itis claimed by a largo portion of the 
electors that the measureintroduced by 
the local Government endangers the 
rights of the Province, secured by tho 
Terms or' Union with the Dominion, 
Suspicions havo been advanced that 
tho proposition to pass a measure to 
alter tho Terms in our local Legisla- 
ture was lirst instituted by and made 
in the interest of tho Mackenzie Ad- 
ministration, who on entering into 
power, found themselves bound to 
this Province by a c< ntract, the ful- 
iilinent of which entailed such taxa- 
tion upon the Ouimdinn people as 
would doubtless endanger the popu- 
larity of the new Dominion .Ministry. 

Yielding to popular pressure, the 
leader of our local Government has in- 
tioduced what is tenned the saving 
clause of tho Measure, having for its 
effort "That tho al tend ion of tho re- 
ferred-to clauses by this Province 
8liall|uotbo understood by tho Dominion 
Government to affect the remaining 
Clauses of the Tonus of Union or en- 
danger the noa-consij'uotiou of the 
ltnilway." 

This clauso would appear to shield 
us from danger; but even with this 
precaution it is contended that danger 
exists. Admit ting that it is truly a 
saving clause and that no possible 
danger can arise while it is connected 
with the meaSureiri question; mid pre- 
suming, as wo iu Balf-defeuoQ ara just- 
ly entitled to presume, that tho mea- 
Riiro to open up tho Terms of Union 
in our local Legislature was introduced 
at tho instanao of the Mackenzie Cabi- 
net, wo may fairly conclude that if 
the u^asure concocted by thorn haa 



beon so guarded as to secure 
the modification of their attempt to break 
up the Treaty of Union, thou tho Domin- 
ion Government will refuse to endoiro 
tho measure which our Local Legislature 
may pass. If the so-called saving clause 
u merely an attempt at popular decep- 
tion and a breaking of the Terms of 
Onion, then Mr. Mackenzie's project has 
succeeded and oar Into asfarus the Kail- 
road is concerned, is sealed. In any eii^o 
this Province weakens her position by 
her present legislation. We now havo a 
strong position; wait till we have received 
straigi t-forward overtures from tho Do- 
minion Government, is our policy. Do not 
let us squander the Itailway project and 
lasting prosperity lor the miserable pit- 
tance with which wo are approached. Iu 
a few years the "humiliation" money will 
be all spent and we will find ourselves 
in a worse position than wo are now, with 
our Dominion subsidy lossonod §45,000, 
no railway, no industries, no hopes, no 
money and no skillad politicians, 

Let us work hand in hand to secure for 
the Province all these blessings; save tho 
last. Let our Legislature stick to the 
Terms of Union, and let electors stick to 
RUSCOE AND MORTON.

The Itfortliwesiern Bound- 
ary. 

The discovery of Cassiur lias rendered 
the following information of value to the 
Government aim people of this Province. 
Its publication at this period will pro- 
bably prevent much apprehension and 
coul usion on all sides: 
Convention for the cession of Russian 
possessions in North America, to the 
United States; coLcluded 30th March 
IKU'7. Ratification exchanged June 
2()tli, 18j7. Proclaimed June 2 th, 18(j : 
AitTiomc L— His Majesty the einpen.r 
of all the Russias agrees to cede to the 
United States by this convention imme- 
diately upon the exchange of the rutin- 
oation.thereof, all the territory and do- 
minion now possessed by bin Majesty «n 
the continent of America And in the adja- 
cent islands, the same being contained 
within tho geographical limits heroin 
Bet forth, to wit;— The Eastern lining is 
tho line of demarcation, between the 
British possessions iu North Amarica as 
istabli8hed by tho convention between 
Russia and Great Britain of Pel). 25-16, 
1825, and described in article III and IV 
Of said convention in tliefollowing terms. 
.,' Commencing from the Sonthe rrimo-t 
point of the island called tho Piiuco of 
Wales island, wliicL point lies in the par- 
allel of oldeg. 40min, North Latitude and 
between the 131st and 1313rd degree of 
west Longitude, (meridian of Greenwich) 
the said lino shall as/ond to tho north, 
along the channel called tlio Portland" 
channel as far ns the point of the conti- 
nent whore it strikes the B6tb, degreo of 
North Latitude; from this last mentioned 
point the line of demarcation shall follow 
tho summit of the mountains situated 
parallel to tho coast ns far as the point 
of intersection of tho Mist degree of 
West longitude (of the same meridian) 
and finally from the Raid point of inter- 
section the said meridian lino of the Hist 
degree in its prolongation as far as the 
Frozen Ocean." IV. With referenoo to 
the line oi demarcation laid down in the 
proceeding articles, it is undorst io-.l; 1st. 
That the island called the Prince of 
Wales island shall belong wholly to 
Russia (now by this cession to tho United 
States.) 2rd. Thut whenever the sum- 
mit of the mountains which extend in a 
direction parallel to tho coast from the 
."ah degree of north latitude to the point 
of intersection of tho Mist degree of 
West Longitude, shall prove to be at the 
distance of more than ten marine leagues 
from the Ocean, the limit between the 
British possessions aud the line of coast 
which is to belong to Pussia as above 
mentioned. (that is to say the limit to tho 
possessions ceded by this convention.) 
shall hi! formed by a lino parallel tj the 
winding of the coast and which shall 
never exceed the distanoo often marine 
leagues therefrom ."
